DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt of the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) dated 1 2/29/201 1 is 
acknowledged. Claims 1-5, 8, 10-17, 22, 27, 33, 39, 42--50, 55-58, 63-66, 69-74 and 
79-81 are pending in the application and are presented to be examined upon their 
merits. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim(s) 1 2-1 5 and 69-74 is/are generic to the following disclosed patentably 
distinct species: (I.) an automated teller machine in claims 12 and 69, (II) a personal 
computer in claim 1 3 and 70 and (III) a telephone and (IV) a wireless telephone in 
claims 14, 15 and 71 respectively. The species are independent or distinct because an 
automated teller machine has features that are not found in a personal computer and/or 
telephone (e.g., the ability to withdraw and deposit currency). In addition, these species 
are not necessarily obvious variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, or 
a single grouping of patentably indistinct species, for prosecution on the merits to which 
the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 

There is a search and/or examination burden for the patentably distinct species 
as set forth above because at least the following reason (s) apply: 

• Groups (I) and (II) have features that form divergent subject matter and 
classes within the art (see e.g., Class 235, Registers; Class 705, 
Business Methods; Class 707, Data Processing-Databases and file

• Groups (I) and (III) (and Groups (I) and (IV)) also have features that are

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or a grouping of patentably indistinct species 
to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and 
(ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected species or grouping of 
patentably indistinct species, including any claims subsequently added.

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 .
